Mr Dixon said 
he was in a position to prove that Chan 
Sui Hon did not hold any shares in the 
Wing On firm or tho Tung Yick ond that 
with regard to his property in the country 
he could produco title deeds showing that 
he had « little which had been mortgaged 
for more than it was worth for upwards of 
a year, 

Tho Chief Justice—The evidence you 
are moving op must be submitted to the 
Official Receiver, so that he may bein a 
position to cross-oxamine debtor on it. 
You cannot spring a thing like this on 
tho Official Receiver. 

Mr Dixon—But ho was sent to gavl on 
evidence which was sprung on him. 

The Chief Justigge—No. Un his own 
ovidenco. ‘It is no uso putting him in the 
box to‘deny tho allegations. 

Mr Dixon—I want to pub the wilnesses 
in the box ; debtor has denied thom.

CHINA: 


Enterprise at Amoy, 


(From Our Correspondent.) . 
Axoy, August 28, 
“Whe-gunmer of 1907 should bo deemed 


an epoci-making point’ of timo, sined }) 
it has seen. the turning of the first 


sod’ of the first railway in the Fukien 
Province. Foovhow, the Capital, has 
thus to yicld the palm. to Amoy in this 
matter af ublway enterprise. A recent 
visit with a fow friends to the actual scene 
of lalvour revealed a vory éubstantial begin: 
ning, for, nob only are the foundations al- 
ready dug out for the Railway Station,

engine sheds, and wareliouses at this ond 
of the line, but a lurge number of men are 
at work on the permanent way. 

For the benefit of those of your readers 
who have not yet visited Amoy, it may bo’ 
well to stato a little of the position of 
Amoy and Kulangen, aid their relation tol 
tho mainland. Amoy is one of the larger! 
islands sitnated in the estuary of the! 
Dragon river, and at its Westorn end is, 
the town and port of Amoy; while Kulnng-; 
ati, where nearly atl the foreigners live, inj 
aamaller island, South-West of Amey. 

Both islunds are not very fur off they 
mainland, but tho channel is too deep, indi 
the rango of tide too high, to ronke it capy,; 
at this’ stage of the ontorprise, to build 
bridge across from the nearest’ point of the 
mainland to cither island, though the ackua 
distance is les# than half a wile. Bo 
starting-point for the railway las beer} 
ndmirably chosou tothe West of Kulongsu; 
ata village called Sing-su, situated on 4 
narrow neck of land, surrounded on three 
sides by the sea, and easily accessi; 
ble at high walor, The ground rises 
from sea-level towards the South to a 
low range of hills, facing the estuary on 
the South-West, and it is just Uehind this 
range to the North that the railway hing its 
start, and where the first stat jon, presi 
ably: to: be called Amoy, is hving built. 
Later on, no doubt, a jetty, pier, or wharf. 
will bo constructed, so that the raily may} 
run right out to meet the stentners that’ 
will be able to lio alongside. For the 
channol is fuirly deop just hore, as occap 
vegsela of the largest sizo can anchor close 
at hand. Indeed, when large steamers like 
the Tromont, or big men-of-war like the 
Terrible, come into harbour, their favourite 
berths are not so far away from this very 
poini. a 

A steam ferry acruss to Kulangsu and 
Amoy will be readily arranged for, or in 
fine weathor, sumpans and Chinese junk 
could be utilized without difficulty. So 
that the fact of Amy's insular conditioh 
will be no serious har to the benefits of the 
railway. 

Tt is interesting to sce the readiness with 
which the Chinese have adapted themselves. 
to tho new regime. Some of the overscurs 
are Chinese from Formosa, who have had 
considerable experisnce in the building of 
the railway from Tamsui to Tainanfoo. but 
the -day‘labonrers are all local men, who 
oom to have quickly learned-thoir work.” 

So far as I could judge, the embank- 
ments already made. and the cuttings in 
process of heing dug out, wore well déuc. 
The picee of the line already bogun pre- 
sents no special engineering difficulties, A 
stone culvert isin course of construction, 
and a houso that stood right in the way is 
being demolished, and another houso is be- 
ing built for the ownor a little way off, 
facing tho line. It will surely be a little 
disconcerting at first for the villagers to 
have a railway line running through the 
very heart of their village, bat, with the 
nonchalance of the averago Chinaman, 1 
‘ gappose they will soon get used to it, One 
thing will holp their acceptance of the now 
ordor of things, and that is tho increased 
valuo of their land. For landand property 
adjoining the linc has gone up more than 
ten per cont, and doubtless will still in- 
crease in value. , 

Another point of interest is to sce the 
earo with which all gruves are dealt. with. 
Wherever it becomes necessary to remove 
these, the coffins aro interred elsewhere, 
or, in the ease of old graves, such hones as 
arp discoverable are placed in pots, 
carefully numbered, named, and Inbelled,, 
and thon a now grave found for them. 

Even the ancient, superstition of 
““Pung-Shui” hs to take a back seat, as it 
were, where modern improvements aro 
concerned, and the transfer of a little silver 
from the Railway Company to tho owners 
of the graves acts as 4 wonderful solvont 
of “ suporannuated superstition.” 

We were told that thero are to bo somo 
12 or 15 stations between Amoy -and 


Chiang Chow, the other terminus of the 
lino, a distance of 30 miles away. Also, 
that the promotérs hope to have tho line 
gnishod within two years from nuw. Later 
on, no doubt, branches will bo built. to- 
Tong Anand Chin Chow, and cvontoally 
to Foochow northward, . and: to Swatow 
southward. ‘i oe,

in the Canton Provitico ?. Bhall any of us 
live to seo choup trips advertised from 
Hongkong to Amoy by rail, via.the Kow- 
loon Railway ? : i :

THE BURNING OF THE WIK.. 


Explosion and Fire in a Gale. 


From particulars in the Japanese papers 
of the disaster of tho German stenmer Wik 
(2,800 tons), it appears that an explosion 
took place in the engine room when fie” 
vessel way off Kamiko light house, Tdzu 

rorinee, Japan, on her way to Kobe from 
Fokotgin, which sho left on August 1oth, 
with the result that a fire broke out dn 
Doard, Both the hull and the eargo wate 
dostroyed, and'o German seaman was kilt 
ed. ‘Tho other members of tho crew were 
kent to Motsuzalci. : 

A roprosentntive of the “Japan Herald” 
had the opportunity of a brief interviqw 
with Captain Carstens, the conmandor of 
the, unfortunate German steamship Wik, 
who very kindly gave u few Pectiotlans of 
the disaster. "the Wik left Yokohama for 
Kobo at fivo o'clock on Thursday mornitig; 
the ith August. On gotting to sea | a 
severe typhoon was oncountored, tho wild 
blowing at full force nt-about twao'clock 
in the afternoon, About fiver o'clock the 
barometer began to rise, but the gale was 
still raging with cousiderable forces, Just 
about this time emoko ‘was scen issuing 
from No. 2 hold and immediately after the 
engine and boiler rooms became full of 
amoke, it boing impossible for the men 
to romain below. Oonstquently the cn- 
sines were all stopped. A little Inter a 
big explosion took place in the foro part of 
tho ship, which Lifted all the hatchos and a 
portion of the decks, aud the flames at 
once leaped as high as the fore-mast. 

4 portion of the crew who were in the 
; fore part of the ship were. aeparated from 

tho rest of their comrades, and were not 
able to join the Intter for over an hour, 
When they did so thoy re ted that one 
of the crew named Osear Struch had dia- 
appeared overboard, but how the accident 
occurred no-one seems to know. It is 
probable: ho was-hurled pres tho side of the 
ship by the force of the ‘explosion. ' Undor 
tho circumstances, and with such, 4 
hoavy sea, it was impossible to make uny 
attempt to save tho unfortunate man,
